Superintendent’s Report 


Members of the School Board of Bethlehem Special 
District: 

I find from inspection of Superintendent Jackson’s 
statistical report for 1918-1919 that the total enroll- 
ment in the schools last year was 103 as compared 
with 92 for the present school year up to the close of 
the fall term. Last year’s average membership was 
73.47, while on January 1 of this year it was 75.4 The 
average membership of the high school was 17.3 for 
1918-19, and 15.78 for the first term of 1919-20. There 
has been no marked change in attendance, as the 
figures show. The number of pupils in the schools 
seems fairly constant. 

The following table gives the personnel of the 
teaching force for the first term of 1919-1920:

Two main reasons lead to reorganization of the 
grades the first of February, 1920. Ill health com- 
pelled Miss Gertrude Turner’s resignation, which was 
regretfully accepted by the School Board. In the in- 
terests of economy it was possible because of the 
small attendance to combine grades 1-3 with Miss 
Ayers as teacher, and grades 4-6 under Miss Marion 
Turner. At the same time grades 7-8 were trans- 
ferred so that their home room was in the high school. 
The entire change was made without appreciable loss 
in efficiency of instruction and with much gain in 
economy, and ease of administration. 

A stronger reason for the rearrangement is inher- 
ent in the characteristics of children of the seventh 
and eighth grades. These boys and girls are verging 
upon the great changes of adolescence. Their inter- 
ests are fast becoming those of young people of high 
school age. Our course of study recognizes this fact 
in the junior high school program which is being fol- 
lowed. Logically they should be grouped with the 
high school. 

For the present year a separate register will be 
kept for grades 7 and 8. I hope, however, that a six 
year high school program will eventually be estab- 
lished for Bethlehem High School, covering the work 
of the seventh to twelfth school years inclusive. This 
would undoubtedly be the most economical and effi- 
cient arrangement for a small high school like ours. 


The resignation of Mr. Davis as headmaster and 
principal went into effect January 30. His place was 
taken by Mr. J. Elmer Harrington of Littleton. Mr. 
Harrington is a graduate of Dartmouth College and 
has had post graduate work in science at Cornell Uni- 
versity. Upon him has fallen the task of administer- 
ing the schools under the reorganization. 


The school district is certainly fortunate in se- 
curing the services of Miss Lucy Gillette, as school 
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nurse, through the cooperation -of the Red Cross. I 
give a table of the results of her examination of the 
children: 


Children inspected 68 
Number with defective teeth _ 27 
Number with hypertrophied tonsils 18 
Number with pediculosis 2 
Number with orthopedic defects 1 
Total with physical defects 27 


Her work is being zealously followed up, and is 
resulting in definite improvement in the health of the 
pupils. 

The repairs made during the summer have been 
of great value. The rearrangement of seating, and the 
additional windows put in the grammar room have 
made it both more hygienic and comfortable. The 
improvements in the intermediate room have been 
likewise salutary. I respectfully recommend that a 
sufficient appropriation for further repairs be made to 
bring all the school rooms into conformity with the 
regulations of the State Board of Education. 

The question of teachers’ salaries is extremely 
vital. I commend it to the careful consideration of 
the School Board and the school district. I trust that 
the issue will be met in so liberal a spirit as to assure 
a strong teaching force for your schools. 

My term of service as superintendent of your 
schools has been brief, but pleasant. I have appre- 
ciated the loyal cooperation of pupils, teachers, and 
parents. I am gratefully mindful of the kindly con- 
sideration of the School Board.

Gentlemen of the School Board of Bethlehem Town: 

In presenting my report for the school year 1918- 
1919 I wish to call your attendtion to the following sta- 
tistics of attendance: 


Total number pupils enrolled 104 
Average daily attendance 63.9 


Average daily absence CL 
Average membership ; 71 
Per cent of attendance 90 
Number cases of tardiness 148 
Average number of tardiness per pupil 2.01 
Number of visits by superintendent 65 
Number of visits by the school board 29 
Number of visits by parents and citizens 87 
Perfect attendance 3 


The attendance was not noticeably less than usual 
in spite of the severe epidemic of influenza. The tar- 
diness record was fairly satisfactory, being somewhat 
lower than that of the preceding year. 


Although the shortage of teachers was acute we 
were fortunate in opening our schools with practi- 
cally no delay, and in keeping our teaching force with 
but one change during the year. Our teachers ac- 
complished their work in the face of great difficulty 
with commendable faithfulness. 


The general progress of the schools during the 
year was good. The school board wisely closed the 
schools during the most critical time of the influenza 
epidemic with a resultant comparatively slight loss in 
attendance. By concentrating on the essentials it. 
was possible to cover the necessary work. At the end 
of the year the children in the different grades had 
been promoted as follows: Grade 1—12; Grade 2—12; 
Grade 3—6; Grade 4—15; Grade 5—5; Grade 6—7; 
Grade 7—9; Grade 8—3. 

The three pupils who completed the eighth grade 
are now making satisfactory progress in the Littleton 
High school. 

The passage of the new school law brought the 
educational policies of the state under the control of 
the state Board of Education. This body, composed 
of five of the ablest and most far-seeing men of our 
state, set up two nothworthy standards. The first 
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provides for minimum requirements of sanitation for 
schoolhouses. The second assures provisions for the 
health of every pupil in school. 


The first of these standards was met by the re- 
pairs made upon all the school buildings during the 
summer. Especially serviceable have been the jack- 
eted stoves installed in all the school rooms. I hope 
that it will be possible to put in ventilating flues before 
the beginning of the next school year. I recommend 
also that an appropriation be made at the school meet- 
ing to continue such repairs as will be necessary to 
assure the progressive improvement of the school 
property. 

We are providing for the health of the school chil- 
dren through the services of Miss Lucy Gillette, nurse 
for the Littleton Red Cross chapter. It is fortunate 
that the Red Cross have made her efforts available 
for the school children of Bethlehem without expense 
to the district. She has already examined the chil- 
dren of the schools and is doing follow up work as fast 
as opportunity offers. 


The most vital problem confronting the schools at 
the present time is the question of adequate salaries 
for teachers. This problem must be solved satisfac- 
torily if our schools are to continue. The school 
board has acted wisely upon this important matter 
in the past and will, I confidently believe, use equal dis- 
cretion in the future. Careful study should be given 
to this important problem and the school meeting 
should consider it as its most pressing business. An 
adequate appropriation should be made to assure such 
salaries as will guarantee a strong staff of teachers for 
our schools. With wages rising everywhere we can- 
not expect to retain our teachers unless we also make 
provision for substantial increases. 


Allow me to conclude my report with an expres- 
sion of my appreciation of the continued cooperation 
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and loyalty of pupils, parents, and teachers, and of the 
cordial relations which have marked my service with 
your board.
